The council shall meet at the time 
and place fix ed in the notice and hear 
all persons desiring to b e heard, and 
on such hearing such resolution for 
improvement heretofore made may b e 
confirmed, rescinded or changed. 
Provided, however, if at such hear 
ing HO j>er cent, of the proj» erty own 
ers residing in Rushville who also 
own HO jior cent, of Die lineal feet of 
ab utting lots, shall have tiled their re ­ 
monstrance ill w riting against 
the 
necessity of such improvement, the 
same shall not ho made ex cept b y reso­ 
lution adopted b y a tw o-thirds vote. 
The statute does not require a re 
monstrance to b e filed until the final 
hearing. 
However, if, as in this case, 
it is filed b efore the adoption of the 
prelm inary resolution, I see no im pro­ 
priety in its consideration b v theeoun 
cil to enab le it to determ ine the pro­ 
priety of 
adopting the prelim inary 
resolution of improvement.

W illett N. Hay es, the as­ 
sistant secretary of the departm ent of 
agriculture, has b een placed in charge 
of the b ureau temporarily and will 
continue to act pending the investiga­ 
tion of the ootton scandal, and until a 
competent statistician is found.

Hy de’s withdrawal from the depart­ 
ment created wide interest. Secretary 
Wilson and other officials of the de­

Returning to Indianapolis from 
Culver, he stopped for thirty minutes 
at Logan sport and was not recognized 
until h? was about ready to depart. 
Then tjie word flew lik e wildfire that 
the vice president was in town and 
people gathered along the car line to 
bid him welcome. 
A local newspaper 
here that is unfriendly to him tried to 
mak e it appear that the vice president 
was nut recognized because he is prac­ 
tically unk nown fn his own state. 
As 
a 
m atter of fact the vice president 
was not seek ing notoriety and was 
buried behind a newspaper at the sta 
tion, so that no one had a chance to 
get a good glimpse of him until he was 
about ready «0 depart. 


Rome Republican leaders who were 
discussing the various elements in the 
chairm anship controversy figured that 
on form George A. H. Shideler will 
not start in the finals If he finds he 
will have strong opposition. 
If there 
Is nothing to it hut a fight, they believe 
he will not face the starter. 
They re 
call that Ln 1898 some of Shideler’s 
friends convinced him that he could 
land the nomination for secretary of 
state. 
He became a candidate, but 
withdrew three days before the con 
vention. 
Prior to that experience he 
was a candidate for speak er of the 
Indiana house of representatives, but 
he withdrew several days before the 
caucus. 
Two years ago he talk ed of 
becoming a candidate for the nomtna 
tion and got to the point in the race 
where he obtained the endorsement of 
every county In his district, but at the 
time the pace was becoming hot he 
withdrew'. 
In view’ of this record some 
of the leaders say it would not be sur 
prising if he should quit the race for 
the chairmanship, although his friend 
Jay Wood Wilson of Marion says ha 
has gone too tar this time to back out 
Shideler. is generally regarded a s a big 
whole-souled fellow with a regiment 
of friends throughout the state, but it 
seems that many are in doubt whether, 
or not he is serious in his talk about 
waiitlng to become chairman 
It has 
been reported that he would lik e to 
be chairman in 190« and 1908 for the 
purpose of getting in line for the nom­ 
ination for governor. 


It is said that Governor Hanly la no 
longer inclined to feel piqued over the 
probable reappointment of John Ron 
nell of Crawfordsville as collector of 
the Terre Haute district on Senator 
j emenwav’s recommendation, though 
ne is not inclined to look wdth favor on 
It. 
Bonnell has always been against 
the governor and the latter does not 
forget a political enemy. 
He w'as dls 
appointed over the announcement sev­ 
eral week s ago that Bonnell would he 
recommended by Senator Hemenway, 
and It was reported soon afterward 
that he would retaliate by running 
against Senator Hemenway In 1908. 
but it Is said that he has no intention 
of becoming a candidate then. 
He and

The agreem ent shows that 
W ooster engaged to secure subscribers 
to “Fads and Fancies,” all subscrip­ 
tion contracts to be In the name of 
the Town Topics Publishing company; 
that the company was to secure an 
editor and have full supervision of 
printing and binding; and that Woos 
ter was to receive commissions of 10 
per cent in subscriptions up to $50,000 
and 20 per cent on all in excess of that 
amount, the net profit to be equally 
divided between the parties thereto. 
W ooster further told Mr. Krotel that 
there was no fixed price for subscrip­ 
tions to the book .

that the subscription of a woman very

N orth Sydney, C. B., July 19.—Cap­ 
tain Bartlett, who Is to tak e command 
of the steam er Roosevelt in the Peary 
Arctic expedition, has arrived here to 
await the arrival of the Roosevelt.

It is planned that the course 
of the steam er after leaving Etah will 
be through Sm ith’s sound, Kane ba­ 
sin. Robinson channel and Kennedy 
channel.

that she will he crushed In the Ice. 
In that event the expedition will work 
hack over the ice to Etah, there to 
Join a relief steamer. 
The crew will 
consist of eight pick ed Newfoundland­ 
ers.

Hanly has commuted to life imprison­ 
m e nt the death sentence of Edward 
Donahue, who was to have been exe­ 
cuted at the state prison, Michigan 
City, Friday night. The supreme court 
refused to set aside the verdict of the 
lower court and grant a new hearing, 
although Donahue’s attorneys subm it­ 
ted a brief showing that subsequent 
to the rendering of the verdict signs 
of insanity had been discovered in the 
prisoner. 
The governor took the ground that 
the evidence against Donahue justifies 
the verdict o. guilty, but not the ex­ 
trem e penalty, as in his opinion it was 
wholly circumstantial. 
There is also

oner. he said, which was neither rais­ 
ed nor presented to the trial court. 
The fact that the prisoner was pen­ 
niless. friendless and an ex-convict1 
and defended at the start by only the ( 
counsel appointed by the court, a ls o ;

pointed to assist in the defense, but 
he had no time for preparation, his 
only talk with the prisoner being an 
hour or so before the trial.

Donahue was convicted of the m ur­ 
der of Arm inter Northrup. near Ho­ 
bart, Ind., Oct. 5, 19(>4. 
Donahue, who 
was a horse trader, was accompanied 
by Northrup as they left Michigan 
City for Hobart.

leston. I^ak e county, that afternoon, 
and

toward Hobart. 
Donahue returned to 
Tolleston later In the day with Nortli­ 
m p’s horse and buggy. 
He sold a 
watch and chain there supposed to 
have belonged to Northrup.

agiar, Mich., he gave a child North­ 
rup** pock et book . 
A day or two later 
he learned that N orthrnp’js body had 
been discovered and that he was sus­ 
pected of the murder.
